A Noose Around His Head.

"his feet, only to be knocked down 
again. 


By this time, someone had snatched

Only the over-eagerness of each; rioter

" During the confusion a policeman 
arrived and clubbed ;his way, to the 
endangered man.

He went to Now York, and 


almost immediately upon his arrival 
there he was arrested in connection 
•with a civil suit brought by Frank 
Colton and growing out of the Bull- 
frog Rush promotion of the old L. M. 
Sullivan Trust Company of Goldfield. 
Larry's legal expenses 
this af- 


fair amounted 'to $1250, half of which 
has been charged to 
me, and 
he 


charged '$1000 to the corporation for 
traveling expenses; These two sums 
represent the balance of the $15,000 
which Sulliv'Sn was to pay in for his 
40 percent interest in Sftllivan & Rice. 
In addition to this he is a creditor of 
the company to an amp«mt not 
to 


exceed $1000, due for other outlays on 
the trip,, for which he has been given. 
credit on .the books. 


"He has been vice-president of the 


company from the start,.and has par- 
taken of the conduct, of the business. 


"That is 51 plain statement of Sul-' 


livan's interest'in and relation to the 
corporation. While Sullivan was ab- 
sent in New York, and while I was 
here in Reno, engaged in developing 
the business of the firm. Mrs. Rice de- 
posited -with the firm between .$4000 
and $5000 in addition to the $10,000 
she had originally paid'for her stock. 
Other relatives of mine also deposited 
sums amounting to about S3000, and 
these people are creditors to the ex- 
tent of their deposits.

to pay Dodge. He ,'told the

The judge and Sullivan went 


west together, and just before they got 
on 'the. train, Sullivan told'the judge 
he would pay the money to him on the 
train. 
Then he told the judge he 


would pay :it in1 Chicago, and finally 
put him off until they reached Reno. 
Since then the judge has not been able 
to get a cent, although tha money is 
credited to Sullivan on the books of 
the. corporation.

While 
he party was in the derrick house, 
his casing settled into the earth about 
seven feet, every blow of the heavy 
drill being plainly audible from above.

Bailer Brings Tip More. 


The party seated around the derrick 


house watched the whole operation of 
drilling. After the casing had settlet" 
down to nearly a level with the floor 
the bailing operation was repeated 
Again the big cylinder dumped its 
load of muddy water into the little 
ditch, and again was the oil seen and 
smelled. 


The striking of the oil was a great 


surprise to Mr. McLeocl and his men, 
because of the short distance drilled. 
No further indications than those de- 
scribed in The Journal of yesterday 
were expected till a much greater dis- 
tance had been reached. Oil in uan- 
tity is aot anticipated before & depth 
of 300 feet is reached. 


A strange thing to the unitiated was

While the drill was out of the casing, 
one of the men looked down the pipe 
and was much surprised to find that 
he could see the bottom of the hole 
very clearly, although it was 74 feet 
deep-.

Justice McKean, who wrote the 


opinion, in which the other judges 
concur, says: "The defendant excuses 
himself upon the plea of want of faith 
in medicine and medical doctors, be- 
lieving implicitly in the methods of 
Christian Science, which in healing 
physical disorders relies solely upon 
the efficacy of prayer. The sole ques-
